Even as the U.S. government was tor- 


warding a huge cargo of wheat to his coun- 
try to relieve a dangerous shortage, an emi- 
nent Pakistan official visiting in this coun- 
try told newsmen that, as a general propo- 
sition, his country preferred professors to 
politicians, and even to money. 
He went 


so far as to say that failure of the United 
States to realize the background for his 
statement was an important error in for- 
eign policy. 


Pakistan is a very new country and needs 


advice, explained Mohammed AH, attorney 
general for its Northwest Frontier province. 
Technicians and professors could be much 
more effective instruments of American for- 
eign policies, because they would provide 
personal contact and a chance for repre- 
sentatives of both peoples to really become 
acquainted. 


"Diplomats talk to diplomats and P"i.n- 


cians to" politicians," he put it, "but 
pro- 


fessors would meet the people and make an 


impression. Money is helpful, but it doesn't 
have the lasting effect of personal contact. 


Here is testimony from a reliable source, 


deserving of attention. 
It isn't as though 


the foreigner's theory were something new 
and novel. The efficacy of personal contact 
has been amply shown wherever it has 
been tried. If the theory that it is actually 
more important than money in foreign rela- 
tions were generally recognized, this coun- 
try could do itself more good, as well as 
the foreign states it seeks to help, at less 
expenditure. It is a very human problem, 
apt to be overlooked in the general impres- 
sion that money can do anything, any- 
where.
